consumption if normal business con- 
ditions are to be maintained," ac- 
cording to W. C. Mullendore, vice- 
president of the Southern California 
Edison company, who spoke before 
the first, fall dinner-meeting of the 
Covina Men's club in the Woman's 
clubhouse last Friday evening.

'athering by Mayor Maxfield, War- 
en first gave a brief historical out- 
Lne of municipal plans of the past 
or proper disposal and a summary 
if possible methods of action at this 
ime. 


If the people of this district are 
ertain that they want municipal 
ewage disposal, said Warren, and if 
bey can make up their minds not 
o object to paying for it thru a 
mall tax of 20 to 35 cents on $100 
/aluation of property, the matter is 


simple.one. Much data is available 
or immediate use at the county en- 
gineer's office, which data is free to 
use by taxpayers, if they so desire.

According to Warren, a commun- 


ity system with a treatment plant, 
taking care of four or five local 
cities, • might become a' part of a 
arger system sometime in the fu- 
ture if it was so desired. Thus a 
sewage system .installed by this 
(Covina, Glendora, Azusa and Bald- 
win Park) area could in tune be 
ncluded in any other municipal 
system, simply by hooking up. Such 
a local disposal method seemed to be 
'avored by Warren over any other. 


A number of interesting facts-re- 


tarding sanitation and related prob- 
ems were divulged by Warren dur- 
ing the course of the evening. Ques- 
tions of every nature and magnitude 
were put to him' during the latter 
part of the evening, most of which 
were answered with remarkable 
clearness. 


For instance it was learned that 


the average amount of sewage from 
various districts over the county 
varied greatly. In Hollywood the 
amount was 150 gallons per capita 
per day, the largest amount of any 
local district. The lowest amount is 
about 40 gallons per capita per day; 
and the average near 70 gallons. It 
is surprising how interesting the 
study of sanitation can be, Warren 
states. The-various effects of treat- 
ment, the chemical and bacteriolog- 
ical actions, the injury of seepage to 
crops, and the benefit, however 
small, from sale of sludge—all are 
being studied •with a view toward 
economy of operation as well as 
benefit to operators thru treatment 
of waste for re-use. 


Representatives and councilmen 


from all three outlying cities were 
asked to attend another sewage 
meeting, to take up the local dis- 
posal problem, Wednesday night of 
this week, but indicated that they 
were not interested in the plan by 
failing to attend.

Of course it is stupid of anybody to speak of having 


"stomach trouble," unless one knows reasonably well the 
' situation of that organ within the body. If you can, with 
a finger, locate the lower end of the breast-bone, you are 
not far from mid-way of the stomach in its long diameter 
from left to right. Its larger area is to the left; it narrows 
and drops slightly lower to its termination at the right, 
where it empties into the first portion of the small bowel. 
Near this point, beneath the "short ribs," the gall-bladder 
is hidden. If you invert a coffee cup two inches to the right 
of the point of the breast-bone, you will cover the site of 
gall-stone colic, and the burning distress of hyperacid 
stomach, and many cases of gastric ulcer or duorenal ulcer. 
Pain in this locality should have immediate attention. 


Gaseous distension of the stomach is likely to bulge the 


area to the left, and just below the point of the breast-bone; 
I am not going to diagnosis here; I am trying .jto acquaint 
you with important localities.. Tnis gaseous distension of 
the stomach is most likely to interfere with the heart- 
movements, for, approximately two inches to the left of 
the point of the breast-bone, is the site of the apex-beat of 
the heart—easily encroached upon by the distended stom- 
ach. You ought to know at,once if it is gas making your 
heart "palpitate." 


Roughly speaking, your colon occupies a space begin- 


ning at the right "flank"; it ascends to just above the edge 
of the liver, bends leftward, crosses just below the stomach 
to,a point opposite its first bend; then descends to the left 
"flank"; like a horseshoe hanging toe upward. The coils 
of the small intestine lie within the area described by the 
colon, communicating with it low in the right flank. Here 
is the site of the appendix; colics in tHis region are worth 
watching closely. If I may digress: a "colic" anywhere 
within the abdominal space may, within twenty-four hours, 
descend to the appendiceal region, and mark the site of 
an abscess. Remember that.

Speaking before ah assembly of 


about 150 people gathered in the Co- 
vina Presbyterian church Sunday 
morning, Rev. W. H. Lingle, recently 
returned missionary from China and 
father of Mrs. R. W. Brannon of 163 
West Center street, told an interest- 
ing story of his bxperiences in the 
Orient. 


Rev. 'Lingle left this country in 


1890 for China. The first American 
Presbyterian mission to be estab- 
lished in the province of Hunan, 
containing 80,000 square miles of 
territory and thirty millions of peo- 
ple, was located hi Changsha in 1894. 
He recalled the renting of a building 
at that time for a ten-year period 
and the paying of $100 in silver in 
advance. Little or no protection was 
offered from rebel soldiers and in- 
vaders, and threats of death were 
constantly sent the missionary lead- 
ers if they did not leave. 


They stayed, however, in spite ,of 


numerous attacks and narrow es- 
capes, holding on to their rights and 
principles until they had built up 
an organization of three hospitals and 
schools, taking care of over 500 stu- 
dents and patients, and a church 
seating 800 people, with a member- 
ship of between 400 and 500 people. 


I These buildings were almost en- 
tirely destroyed during the recent 


I attack, tho it is hoped to refurnish 
the schools sometime in the .near 
future. Mrs. Lingle, now located in 
Shanghai, 1000 miles northeast of 
Changsha, intends to bring about re- 
construction as soon as the political 
situation is more settled. 


Describing his escape July 28th 


after the invaders had set fire^ to the 
city, Rev. Lingle told of the hasty 
service held and the wish of his 
friends that he leave the scene in 
case some harm come to him. His 
rickshaw ride to the river, five miles 
from the city, and his interception 
just before boarding the gunboat, 
was vividly described. Three pieces 
of baggage that constituted all of 
his earthly belongings were taken 
from him, and he 'managed to save 
only a small case in which he had 
placed, important papers. 


Eight missions were destroyed in 


the city of Changsha, according to 
Rev. Lingle.

New Treatment 
Lessens Damage 


of Lawn Grubs 


A new treatment has been per- 


fected by the U. S. department of 
agriculture in its efforts to lessen 
the damage caused by grubs of the 
Japanese beetle and other imported 
pests, according to a statement made 
by Farm Advisor M. B. Rounds. The 
method is also effective against some 
of our native grubs and is recom- 
mended for lawns and golf courses. 


Treatment consists of applying to 


a lawn which is already planted, half 
a pound of lead arsenate to each one 
hundred square feet of lawn. The 
method of application consists of 
mixing half a pound of lead arsenate 
with fifteen tunes its weight, or 7% 
pounds of top soil, and applying it 
broadcast. In order to do a satis- 
factory job, three annual treatments

in the fall may be necessary. 


In the case of new lawns, acid 


lead arsenate should be applied at

Census figures indicate that the country's, center of 


population has moved west from Whitehall, Indiana, the 
1920" center, to a point probably close to or even west of 
the Indiana-Illinois boundary line. And census authori- 
ties are said to consider the population increase in Cali- 
fornia as the main instrument for the change. 


When the final census reports prove to .industrial lead- 


ers how population has shifted in the last decade, sharp 
changes in factory location will undoubtedly follow. New 
England and other east coast firms are laying plans to cut 
costs to meet competition from firms 'with less haulage 
costs. 


The middle west is preparing for a period of increased 


industrial activity. Natural gas lines, which will even- 
tually furnish fuel td'scores of plants in the mid-west, have 
already reached Illinois. And railroads, looking into the 
future, are preparing additional terminal facilities in the 
central states to handle the increased volume of goods 
bound to be produced in that area. 


Such is the drawing power of California, affecting the 


entire industrial layout so as to cause a gradual shifting of 
activity toward the west coast. Eastern coast manufactur-

D. C., are planning to establish branches on the Pacific 
coast. Some day, we have been told, California's coast line 
may be dotted with the largest cities of the country and 
even of the world. Such a condition is.not only possible 
but seems very probable if increases continue in the future 
as they have in the past. As fifth city in the United States 
today, Los Angeles may be neck-and-neck with New York 
in three or four more decades. Here's to that day!

He has taken the care of an automobile as his illustra- 


tion, and on that he has built his little sermon on keeping 
the body in good condition. 


Urging a more consistent course of "inspection and 


servicing" for the physical part of man, he has framed the 
following rules: 


Refuel your machine three times each day with a high- 


test fuel, such as leafy green vegetables, fresh fruits, bread, 
milk and butter. Do not use substitutes, as, they will not 
make your machine run efficiently.

Tells of Summer 


Trip to Alaska 


Miss Lilian Douglass of West Pu- 


ente street spoke at the mid-week 
meeting in the Presbyterian church 
Wednesday evening on her travels in 
Alaska during the past summer, she 
and her father, R. M. Douglass, hav- 
ng spent several weeks in that in- 
teresting country. This was the 
speaker's second trip to Alaska and 
he details of the voyage and the 
oeauties of the country were greatly 
tnjoyed. 
Miss Douglass stated that the min- 
ng industry was on the wane and 
;he cities built during the boom had 
secome depopulated and dilapidat- 
ed, being now principally dependent 
on fisheries and fox farming. The, 
)eauties of the scenery, however, re- 
mained unchanged, and the pictur- 
esque towns, at the base of the 
mountains and extending to the 
shore line, retained their attractive- 
ness. In many instances the homes 
were well kept and the flower gar- 
dens rampant with greenery and 
color. 


Miss Douglass and her father left 


Puget sound, pased around Vancou- 
ver island, and took, th<i inland 
route. They stopped at Ketchican, 
where the roads were of wood, built 
on piles, and the houses had similar 
foundations. This city, with 8000 in- 
habitants, had an extra supply of 
automobiles for its ten miles of road, 
the 600 or 700 machines darting 
around in a merry fashion. 


A visit was made to a totem pole 


factory, superintended by an old In- 
dian. These poles contain family his- 
tories and the factory is busy with 
orders from the states. The cost of a 
pole is $1500, three or four months 
being consumed in the carving. 


Navigation up the inland route is 


difficult, due to the narrow stream 
and the many islands. The verdure 
and the picturesque homes and the 
many lighthouses are to be seen all 
the way. 


After visiting Wrangle city and 


Wrangle island, where the passage 
thru the narrows with a boat 475 
feet long was a wonderful piece of 
navigation, the outside passage hi 
the ocean was taken as far as Sew- 
ard. While the verdure and moun- 
tains and twinkling 
lighthouses 


marked the way, it was all of a 
larger and bolder type. The same 
route was traversed on the return 
trip thru both the outside and inside 
passages.

The big idea with poultry flock 


management is to co-ordinate heavy 
production with high priced eggs. 


When this is done there is always 


good money in the poultry business. 


The way to master this contin- 


gency is to meet it months be/ore 
it happens. 


It has been demonstrated over and 


over again that where a flock of 
hens has been retarded by a well- 
planned feeding schedule, when eggs 
are low in price, and then placed on 
a first class feeding program in July 
when the price is improving that 
they will lay as many eggs before 
molting as they would have laid 
anyway, but at a time when the 
price is 25 or 30 per cent higher. 


Ii pullets are pushed forward to 


heavy production in July and Aug- 
ust they are almost sure to be molt- 
ing in October, November and De- 
cember when eggs are high. 


This is the height of extravagance 


and the thing most to be avoided. 


In pullet management there are 


many things to be done, and possi- 
bly as many to be left undone, in 
the matter oj care and feeding i/ the 
high spots are to be reached when 
eggs are eggs. 


Mrs. Edna L. Paige, who owns a 


arge orange ranch on Ben Lomond 
avenue, Miss Blanch McCormick and 
Miss Ethel Taecker, the two latter 
of the high school faculty, who made 
a ten-weeks' tour of Europe this 
summer, have returned enthusiastic 
over the trip. 


The party sailed June 12th from 


VIontreal on the S. S. Negantic.

in the eleventh and twelfth centur- 
ies. Nice, located oh the French Ri- 
viera, had much of interest, that 
wonderful water front boulevard 
near the borderline of Italy and 
France. 


In Italy, Rome, with St. Peters and 


the Vatican, Genoa and Naples in 
turn, held much of interest, as well 
as Florence with its art galleries. 
While at the Forum in Rome, Mrs. 
Paige discovered Miss Elizabeth El- 
liott in a' party conducted by Miss 
Perkins of San Francisco. It.seemed 
quite a coincidence that two neigh- 
bors, so far from home, should find 
each other in the public meeting 
place of ancient Rome. After enjoy- 
ing Genoa and Naples, the party 
sailed across the bay of Naples to 
Sorrento. This city, located on a 
peninsula extending into the bay, 
draws crowds of tourists. 


A day was spent on a sailing trip 


to the Isle of Capri, considered the 
most beautiful in the world, and 
visiting the famous blue grotto or 
cave, accessible only in calm weath- 
er, where the water and the walls 
were all a beautiful blue, caused by 
a peculiar reflection of light. 


The travelers visited Pompeii just 


five days before the last earthquake, 
where excavations of this city, built 
in 68 A. D., were visible, and saw 
the smoke pouring from Mt. Vesu- 
vius. 


After seeing Milan, with its won- 


derful cathedral, the Italian lake 
country, or Italian Alps, was enter- 
ed. They found Lake Como, and es- 
pecially Lake Bellaiggio, beautiful 
The latter place, with its rugged set- 
ting- of- mountauwsr ia-sought out-»by 
the tourist as comparable to the Alps 
of Switzerland. 


Switzerland brot an appeal of its 


own—Montreaux and the Castle oi 
Chillon as told in tale by Lord By- 
ron, Lake Geneva, and the city ol 
Geneva, where the peace conference 
was held. A mountain railway car- 
ried the party to Interlaken and on 
to the Jungfrau, where several days 
were spent at the village of Shee- 
digg, two-thirds up the mountain 
top. The Alpine roses and the Swiss 
national flower, the eidleweiss, were 
in bloom at this time. 


The ice cavern of the Rhone gla- 


cier was seen on the trip from In- 
terlaken to Lucerne. A trip on Lake 
Lucerne carried the passengers from 
Brunen to the city of Lucerne, with 
its mountain scenery. 


Passing from Switzerland into Ba- 


varia, the trip continued thru the 
Tyrol country in Austria. In Bavaria 
the party was taken by bus from 
Innsbruick to Oberammergau to 
witness the Passion Play. Here again 
Mrs. Paige and Miss Elliott met at 
the same performance. But for the 
music, with its tranquility, Mrs. 
Paige stated it would have been al- 
most impossible to endure the trag- 
edy of the play, so realistic was the 
acting. 


Another point of interest in Ba- 


varia was the war memorial at 
Riegansburg, called the Valhalla, 
built 100 years ago and immortaliz- 
ing, by tablets and busts, the out- 
standing men of Germany in mili- 
tary feats, music, and science. 


Nuremburg was an interesting 


city, with its old cathedrals and 
famed flower market. Five days in 
Berlin, the third largest city in the 
world, allowed visits to the palace

Crop to Be Ready 


November First 


Harvest of California fruits as a 


whole, has this year been character- 
zed by favorable conditions and a 
lumper crop, but the benefits are 
omewhat offset by lower prices than 
a year ago, states the Busines j Out- 
ook. Yields have been generally 
abundant due to favorable weather, 
ample water and unusual freedom 
rom disease'or pests. Prices are for 
the most part low, depressed by the 
combination of large production and 
slack demand. 


Citrus fruits, however, are the rio- 
able exception. Prolonged hot wea- 
;her in eastern markets has main- 
tained an active demand; and or- 
anges have held firm at nearly dou- 
jle the low prices which resulted 
Tom last year's heavy supply. Lem- 
ons continue slightly higher than a 
rear ago. Opening prices on canned 
and dried fruits, however, are the 
iowest in many years. 


Official reports place pasture and 


ranges at 75 per cent of normal 
against 68 per cent a year ago, and 
78 per cent the 10-year average, 


prices and heavy shipments of 


cattle and calves from out of state 
n recent months served to reduce 
market shipments of local stock, al- 
tho recent increases in quotations in 
mid-western markets are expected 
to draw local cattle. 


Advance trade estimates of the 


1930-1931 navel orange crop indi- 
cate a 45 per cent increase over the 
normal harvest of 1929-1930. Florida 
will supply between 20,000,000 to 
22,000,000 boxes, compared to actual 
shipments during 1929-1930 of 13,- 
500,000. Of this year's crop, 12,000,- 
000 boxes will be oranges and 8,- 
000,000' boxes grapefruit. 


The''navel crop in Texas for the 


1930-1931 season will be 3500 cars 
of orange's and grapefruit. One- 
fourth to one-third of the shipments 
will be oranges. 


Early California and Arizona esti- 


mates indicate a larger crop for the 
coming navel season, somewhere be- 
tween the current crop and the 
bumper 1929 production. 


The quantity of valencias remain- 


ing in California indicates very 
light supplies available for ship- 
ment after October 15th, according 
to the California Fruit Growers' Ex- 
change. This will insure clean-up of 
all fruit in the hands of trade before 
the start of the new navel crop. 


The central California navel crop 


will be ready for picking early in 
November. ,

the waters of the San Gabriel water

Collins, field secretary, as the land 
that is interested in the survey of 
\iater conditions now being carried 
on by the engineering department 
under the supei vision of the execu- 
tive committee. 


Much time and thot is being given 


to a study of the water she it age in 
(he San Gabriel valley and plans 
aie being worked out to st?ve as 
much of this winter's rainfall as 
possible. 


In a spirit of cooperation Gra- 


hr.m brothers of Long Beach, who 
rre operating a rock crusher in the 
San Gabriel river bed, have made 
plans to run their "waj'.e" into pits, 
thus keeping il out of the river bed 
where it was formerly c'eposited. 


When the attention of the super- 


intendent and other officers was brot 
to damage wrought by this waste, 
silting up the gravels on which it 
was dumped, making this land im- 
pervious to seepage water, they 
changed their method of disposal. 


The value of the work being car- 


ried on by this organization is ack- 
nowledged by some of the larger in- 
terests of the valley by their will- 
ingness to cooperate. This has been 
emphasized by Engineer Eaton of 
the flood control district, who at the 
urgent request of officers of the Pro- 
tective association, has plans well 
under way to begin plowing the beds 
of both rivers as an aid to percola- 
tion of our first rains, about the 
first of next month.

have put the finishing touches to 
their new home, just being complet- 
ed on their Broadway street ranch, it' 
will be distinctively Spanish thru- 
out. The twenty acres of oranges, 
on which their new home, "El Re- 
tiro," is located, is a part \ol an 
eighty-acre tract owned, by Mrs.
